The flight of Karageorgo 'brought the 
Turks back to Servia. 'Belgrade was re- 
captured and Ottoman rule seemed »ga\n 
(irmly 'established. 

But among the peasants was another 
man cast in the mold of a king. This 
ninu was a peasant, the son of a house 
servant, and tho next thing to a e^ave. 
He hmd not even a name; but. tui wan 
tho practice, he assumed the name of 
his master, and called bhnsolf Mlloe 
Obren. When Kirrageorge abdicated,. 
Milos was the second man in the 
kingdom. The Turks appointed him gov- 
ernor of Belgrade. 

Milos Obren, founder of the family of 
Obrenovitch, begon an hitriguo to secure 
the throne. He induced Knrngeorge to 
return to Belgrade and then betrayed 
him to the Turks. iLater, in 1810. Kara 
georgo wa6 executed oiether by the 
Turks -of by the hand of an assassin In 
the ipny of MUlos Obren. The Kara- 
ger.rgevitch family* have always held to 
the assasination story. Thns began tho 
fend "between the KaTugeorgevitchos and 
the Obrenovitches. 

It was not until August 18, 1829, thai 
Milos 'Obren succeeded in his nmbition. 
But on that date he was formally recog- 
nized' n« the 'hereditary king of Servia 
'by the Sultan of Turkey. 

JRUUED AS A HiBSPOT. 

Mile* Obren ruled as a despot for 10 
years, until the Servian people, rising in 
revolt, compelled him to abdicate In 
favor or his son, Milan HI., who ascend- 
ed -the .Servian throne June 13. 1830. 



Belgrade in advance of the conspirators 
The minister of war took prompt action. 
He arrested every' leader of the Kara- 
geotgevitch faction he could pluce his 
hands on. The principal conspirators 
were soon in the bands of the Obro- 
novitches. Several members of the Kara- 
georgevitch family were included in the 
list, but there was no direct evidence 
agninst Peter Karagoorgev-itch, who was 
then living a life of retirement in Swit- 
zerland. 

EX ROUTE THE LrRADBRS. 
Events moved swiftly. Prince Michael 
had been assassinated vlune 10. A month 
later 14 leaders of the Karagcorgevitch 
faction were executed. The national as- 
sembly was called in special session and 
a constitution adopted affirming the 
hereditary rights of the Obrenovitch 
family of the Servian throne. 

Milan IV. ruled at first under a re- 
gency, but assumed full power August 
2-2,18*72. 

The disasters following the assassina- 
tion of Prince Michael Obrenovitch 
nearly ruined the Karagcorgevitch party 
Moreover, Servia was involved in its 
Last dispute with Turkey, which led to 
tho war of 18T6-'78. That war lixed the 
Obrenovitch family more firmly thou 
ever on v tho throne of Servia. 

From the ascension of King Milan IV. 
in 1872, the Kamgeorgevitcli faction 
have never censed their efforts to regain 
the throne. But they were never able 
to weaken the hold of the Obrenovitches, 
even with the infamous reigns of Milan 
IV. and his son, Alexander, who was re- 
cently assassinated in the palace at Bel- 
grade.

The individual members of 
such a union enjoy no independence, but 
piny according to a scale of wage, refus- 
ing, after the manner of their kind, to 
work with iion-iinioii,s-s. 1 was told that 
on the day before we appeared on the 
scene n iinul attempt was made to dis- 
suade tlie orchestra engaged from other 
places from playing. Fortunately the 
voices of these sweet charmers were in- 
effectual, and the strenuous endeavors 
to stop our concerts dwindled down to 
a curt refusal to let me have the services 
of a man (or even the instrument itself, 
for a consideration) to play the side- 
driini, without which I could hardly give 
my Coronation March. Now here was 
an undertaking fraught with very good 
intention to music and musicians, one 
which could only result in benefiting the 
profession in the future, jeopardized by 
the action of its own members. In all 
probability I was better served by the 
absence of these men. for I believe that 
the least capable among them were 
loudest in clamoring for the "rights" of 
this precious union. 

Sir Alexander lias the following appre- 
ciative comments on the work of the 
local chorus: 

"In all these varied works the alert 
choir distinguished itself by a remark- 
ably good quality of tone, and proved" 
quickly responsive to my beat. Many 
professional musicians of both sexes snug 
side by side with the nmnteur singer dur- 
ing the two days' festival, none shirking 
attendance nt the long rehearsals.

-Gover- 
nor, Sir Henri July de Lotbiniere, ac- 
companied by many prominent residents 
of the city, officially attended our open- 
ing concert, entertaining us at luncheon 
mi tlie following day in Government 
House.

KINKS KO'It CHIMIN BY SMOKE. 

The consumption of coal in domestic 
(ires is about 3(i, 000,000 tons per annum. 
This huge consumption is so completely 
spread over the whole nation that it 
may safely be said that tliere is not one 
individual in the population of 40,000,000 
who is not directly interested in it. It 
is this fact which makes the domestic 
problem in many respects harder to 
solve than the industrial. To fie 
manufacturer we can hold out :* 
an inducement to make an end of his 
smoke the hope of a handsome premium 
in the shape of savings on ids bill for 
fuel and power; hut for the householder 
there is no such premium. True, -'the 
saving in the cost of cleaning nnd re- 
decorating the house and the reduction 
in the laundry bill would represent no 
small JiiiKfunt for the average family; 
hut at present the means whereby these 
desirable savings may be effected are 
somewhat vague anil uncertain, and are 
supposed to involve a serious initial out- 
lay. If the direct inducement for the 
householder to abolish his smoke is in- 
sulllcient to overcome his inertia and 
conservatism, it is clear that pressure 



must in some way be applied from out- 
side. The following are three ways In 
which this might be done^ — by a great 
and permanent rise in the price of coal, 
by prosecution and fining; nnd by the 
imposition of a tax on the burning of 
smoke- producing fuels. As to the first, 
there is no likelihood that the price of 
coal will rise to a point which would 
compel tlie householder radically to alter 
tlie whole practice of domestic heating; 
it mny, therefore, be dismissed without 
consideration. Kor the second method, 
that of legal conviction, tliere is little 
favorable that can be said. One effect 
of tlie extension of this method from the 
industrial to the domestic department 
would he to direct increasing attention 
to all sorts of patent grates and other 
nostrums, and to divert it from the 
broad fund anient a! proposition — namely, 
that bituminous coal cannot he uni- 
formly and systematically burned in 
open fires without smoke. Tliere are 
good grades as well as bud, and wonder- 
ful efficiency and economy can be secured 
by the skilful designing and setting of 
domestic grates; bin there are two per- 
manent conditions which make it im- 
probable that any large measure of suc- 
cess will be obtained in this direction. 
These are the irregularity in tlie quality 
of coal consumed, and the dependence of 
the performance of any grate on the skill 
and judgment of the person who fires 
it. The domestic grate is at the mercy 
of a larger and more varied selection of 
incompetent stokers than any other coal- 
consuming appliance. We are driven, 
therefore, to the third means of apply- 
ing the necessary pressure — namely, the 
imposition of a tax on the consumption 
of smoke-producing fuels. Tax every 
chimney which is sufficiently wide to 
vent the products from the burning of 
raw coal, nnd leave free nil those which 
are too small to do this. This would at 
once place a premium on the use of 
smokeless fuel, as gas and coke can be 
satisfactorily burnt with very narrow 
chimneys.— Engineering.
